Higgins hag been a fugitive for the 
past fourteen years. He was indicted 
in 1898 by a Gwinnett grang jury for 
the murder of John McClung, a resident 
of Harbins' district, in which set 
also resided. 
January, 1898, he ang McChing, 
tween both of whom there had been a 
deep-seateq enmity for seevral yéars, 
met upon the highway leading from 
Harbins’ to Lawrenceville. They stop- 
ped in a nearby roadhouse for shelter 
from a terrific rainstorm. An alterca- 
tion occurred. Mcv.lung was snvt by 
higgins. He died within thirty min- 
utes, but nut before he had pieaded 
mith a number of his many brothers to 
avenge his death. 

Higgins escaped through the forest. 
He came to Atlanta. The McQlungs 
quickiy got on his trail. Ibe was 
forced to flee Atlanta packed in a 
dry goods box. He reached Jackson- 
ville. His pursuers asain picked up 
hig track. He was compelled to enlist 
in the army, going to the Philippines. 
The McClungs foung him there. 

He went to* Texas. His hunters 
drove him from the west. He went 
again to the Philippines. It was safer 
there, according to his previous ex- 
perience. It was learned within a 
short while by the McClungs that their 
quarry was in the islands. They tried 
to t him through the -overnment. 
Their efforts were provine successful, 
to a degree, when the report reached 
Lawrenceville that the fugitive was 
dead—killed in a skirmish. 

Fake Story of Death. 


Later, the story spread over the 
section that Higgins was brought to 
Harbins’ district and buried. There 
was a fresh mound in Ebenezer church- 
yard, and the story was believed. The 
ease of the county v. Vade Higgins 
Was dropped. 

The year 1912 came. Sheriff Garner 
located Higgins in Arkansas. He sent 
the night constable, M. Witt Cole, be- 
cause Cole knew the fugitive.

Bridges Nearly Crazy.

Unjted States government, with. stern 
and decisive swiftness, today took into 
its possession thirty-eight union labor 
officials convicted of conspiracy, of 
promoting explosions on non-union 
work throughout .the land, of. aiding 
in the destruction which bruught loss 
of life at Los Angeles, Cal., and of 
carrying on a “reign of terror’ de- 
clared to be unparalleled in the his- 
tory of the country. 

Almost the entire executive staff of 
the International Association of Bridge 
and Structural Iron Workers was cou- 
victed. Only two officials of that 
union now remain out of jail. At the 
nead of the list of those convicted 
stands Frank M. Ryan, the president. 

It was of this union, with 12,090 
members, that John J. McNamara was 
secretary-treasurer while he conducted 
the dynamitings out of which the pres- 
ent convictions grew. 

On a Scale Unprecedented. 

Today’s convictions, coming on a 
scale unprecedented in a federal court, 
were an aftermath of the killing of 
twenty-one persons in the blowing up 
of the Los Angeles Times building on 
October 1, 1910. McNamara and his 
brother, James, The Times dynamiters, 
are convicts ‘im California: Ryan anid 
his fellow .officials, former associatés 
of McNamara, are federal prisoners 
here awaiting sentence.

Macon, Ga., December 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Before her arrést on the 
charge of aiding and abetting in the 
murter of her husband, Jim), King, 
Mrs. Kate King, his widow, told de- 
tectives who were working on the 
case that she hoped that the mur- 
derer of her husband would be ap- 
prehended and pay the penalty for his 
crime by “stretching hemp.”

Tried to Blame Negro. 

Another development today was the 
fact that Mrs. King attempted to place 
the blame for the killing of her hus- 
band on Lee Smith, a negro who 
worked about the place, and who had 
had some words previously with Mr. 
King. When the body of King was 
found the day after he was killed, Mrs. 
King declared that ‘Lee Smith is the 
one who killed my husband; he swore 
he would get even with him, and he 
has done it by killing him.” 

Lee Smith was first arrested by the 
detectives, but was later released 
When Jesse Barber, another negro, 
toid of seeing Wilburn in a clump of 
bushes near the gpot where King was 
Killed. This gave, the detectives the 
Clue they were wanting, end they went 
to work to fasten the crime on Wil- 
burn. 

The confesston of Wilburn to the 
detectives and in the presence of two 
or three reputable citizens of Jones 
county, was made while the detectives 
and their prisoner were hidden in the 
woods the night that Wilburn was 
brought to Macon. 

Wilburn Saved From Mob. 

Word has been received that a mob 
was forming to lynch Wilburn and the 
detectives at once removed him from 
the jail and took him into the woods to 
hide until an automobile could be se- 
cured to bring him to Macon. While 
they were lying on the ground Wilburn 
suddenly burst out crying and begged 
the detectives to save him from the 
mob and he would confess all. ‘Then. 
between his sobs, he told his whole 
sto.y. He was brought to Macon and 
then the detectives returned to arrest 
oe King. 

‘tiburn today told how he succeeded 
in getting King’s gun away from him 
in order to kill him with it. 

“After I left Mrs. King at the house,” 
he said, “I followed King into the 
woods and found him a short distance 
across the creek. He had placed his 
gun by a tree stumy, and was prepar- 
ing to return home. I picked up the 
gun and we walked along the path to- 
gether. When we came to the place 
where I was supposed to leave King I 
began pointing the gun around and 
asked King if he thought I could kill 
a bird. When he was not looking } 
shot him. He staggered into tne 
thicket and fell about seventeen feet 
from the spot.” 

No arrangements have been made for 
a preliminary hearing as yet, but {t ‘s 
probable that a special grand jury will 
be drawn in Jones county and a spe- 
cial term of court held to try the cases. 


Family Will Prosecute. 

Relentless prosecution of Mrs. James 
King for her part In the slaying of her 
husband is indicated by a statement 
made Saturday by her brother-in-law. 
hKtichard King, a resident of Atlanta. 

“We are going to “push the case and 
that Wilburn and the woman get 
what is coming to them,” he said. Mr. 
King has been working at 77 Peach- 
tree street, Cohen's saloon, but will go 
to Macon next week to take charge of 
the poolroom and saloon in the Lanier 
hotel. 

“We have suspected foul play al) 
along, and I am glad that it has all 
been cleared up. My family will not 
rest now until the two have been 
brought to justice. 

“Mrs. King’s sister also married a 
brother of mine, John, who died some 
years ago, 8o the two families are mor: 
closeix allied than just by the one 
marriage. but this will make no differ- 
ence to us. 

“The children are with my sister. 
Mrs. George White, of Red Oak, and 
will be protected and cared for by our 
family. I do not belleve they will ever 
want to have anything more to do with 
their mother.” 

Mr. King leaves for Macon on Tues- 
day. The details of the case are in 
the hands of his brother-in-law, George 
White, but all members will assist in 
the trial.

Sulkazetle Pigrims Have at 


Lasi Reachad Albany, 


Only Five Women Left of the Band 
That Started From New York 


City. 


Albany, N. Y., Décember 28.—Tired 
and footsore, but still enthusiastic and 
glorying in the fact that they reached 
their destination two days ahead of 
schedule, the little band of “suffragette 
pilgrims” who walked 174 miles from 
New York to present a message to 
Governor-elect Sulzer advocating votes 
for women, arrived in Albany shortly 
after four o'clock this afternoon. 

The 174 miles, which “General” Rosa- 
lie Jones said was the record shown by 
the official registers, although railroad 
maps show some 25 miles less, were 
covered in twelve days of walking, an 
average of 14% miles a day. 

Only Five Pilgrims Left. 

Of the “pilgrims” who started from 
New York on December 16, five—‘“Gen- 
eral” Jones, “Surgeon General” Livinia 
Dock, “Colonel” Ida Craft, “Corporal” 
M. S. Stiles and “Private” Sibyl Wilbur 
—completed the long hike. 

“The message,” the contents of which 
will not be Known until Governor-elect 
Sulzer reads it, will be placed in his 
hands as soon after his arrival as pos- 
sible. The governor-elect is expected 
here Monday. 

All the marchers reported none the 
worse for their long trip, with the ex- 
ception of Surgeon Dock. She its suf- 
fering slightly from rheumatism, and 
limped noticeably. 

“I should like to have everybody 
form a New Year’s resolution that they 
shall, at least, consider seriously the 
proposition of votes for women, if they 
are not at the present time absolutely 
in favor of it,”’ said General Jones to- 
night. 

“We feel that we have touched the 
people along the line of march as we 
could by no other method. A pilgrim- 
age has always stood for the highest 
ideals of the cause it represents, and 
we are sure from the reception we have 
been accorded that our march has not 
been in vain.” | 

Last Day’s Hike 15 Miles. 

Today's journey was from Niverville, 
a distance of 15 miles. A score of local 
workers for the cause, headed by Miss 
Elizabeth M. Smith, president of the 
Albany Equal Suffrage club,. met the 
marchers at East Greenbush shortly 
after noon, and escorted them to Albany. 
There was no brass band, however. 

The pilgrims paraded up to the cap!l- 
tal, and then to the hotel, where they 
will make their headquarters in the 
city. There was no demonstration dur- 
ing the march. 
“General” Jones made a brief speech 
thanking all friends and sympathizers, 
All the marchers were besieged by 
frienis and cengratulated upon the suc- 
cessful conclusion of the journey. 

Local suffragists are planning a num- 
ber of receptions and teas for the 
marchers during their stay in Albany.

To Keep Manners and Fight. 


“This is an office in which a man 
jmust put on his war paint. Fortu- 
nately I am not of such a visage as 
to mind marring it, and I do not care 
whether the war paint is becoming or 
not, and it need not be worn with 
truculence. A. man can keep his man- 
ners and still fight. Indeed, I have 
found that he sometimes dismays his 
opponents by keeping his manners and 
fighting, because they apparently do 
not know how to fight with affability 
But the nice thrust of the sword that 
lfs delivered with a smile is more dis- 
'concertin= than the thrust that Is de- 
livered with a scowl. And there must 
be some good hard fighting, not only 
in the next four years, but in the next 
generation, in order that we may 
achieve the things that we have set 
out to achieve. 

“The word that stands at the center 
of what has to be done ts ‘service.’ The 
one thing that the business men of the 
United States are now  discavering, 
some of them for themselves and some 
of them by suggestion, ts that they 
ate not going to be allowed, to make 
army money except. for a ‘quid pro quo 
that they must render a service or get 
nothing; and that in the regulations 
of business the government,’ that ts to 
say, the moral judgments of the ma- 
jority, must determine whether what 
they are doing ts a service or is not a 
service, and that everything in busi!- 
ness and politics is going to be re- 
duced to this standard. 

Getting Something for Nothing. 

“Are you giving anything to society 
when you want to take something out 
of society? 

“A large part, too large a part, of 
the fortune-making of recent decades 
‘has. consisted in getting something for 
inothing. I do not include brains in 
,;the category of ‘nothing.” I believe a 
man is entitled to earnings for the sug- 
gestions of his brains, but he is not 
entitled to anything when he creates 
for his brains a sort of air-tight iso- 
'lation which makes it !tmpossible for 
lanybody else to suggest anything in 
that field. And, therefore, while I 
would be liberal tn tnterpreting the 
service, I want to proclaim for my 
fellow-citizens this gospel for the fu- 
ture, that the men who serve will’ be 
the men who profit. 

“Now, society has always had its re- 
venges. Society has never consented to 
'remember with honor the men whv 
-thought only of themselves. The hon- 
ors of the world have not been dis- 
tributec upon the basis of wealth. They 
have been distributed upon the basis 
ef moral worth. 

“Tl was rye Just now of the 
‘obliteration of sectional lines. Do you 
not know that long ago the time caine 
when the people of the north honored 
‘the men who hag served in the ranks 
of the confederacy in the celivil war, 
honored them because thew believed 
that they were laying their lives down 
for things that they believeq itn: Such 
men never fail of honor, even from 
those who were opposed to them. Of 
course, there was a special reason why 
| the south should have honored itself. 

Quaint Story of Confederate. 

“You remember the quaint story of 
the old confederate who was trudging 
home after the surrender ang who was 
heard to mutter to himself, ‘Well, [I'm 
not sorry I went in. I believe I was 
rigat. I'd do tt again: hecause I loved 
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ever love another country.’ 

-* “It came high in the circumstances, 
and I think that-is the reason we have 
valued it so highly in the years that 
have - followed. : ‘ ; 

“We believe that we are finding out 
more and more ways by which service 
can be rendered without the spillinz 
of blood, but whether with or without 
the spilling of blood, it is service that 
dignifies and service only.” —

Monday’s procedure, according to

dicts. The prisoners’ attorneys my 
then offer motions to set the verdicts 
aside on account of lack of evidence. 

The imposing of sentences will then 
be in order. Judge Anderson may ask 
the prisoners, singly or in groups, 
whether they have any reasons why 
judgment should not be imposed upon 
them. A wide discretion resets with the 
court, as to the amount of punishment. 
Under the convictions, the court may 
dismiss any prisoner, or impose 4 
money fine, or sentence any or all of 
the men to terms in a federal prison 
not exceeding thirty-nine and one-half 
years. 


Convicted on All Charges. 


All the men were convicted on all 
the charges. These inclvded one 
charge of conspiracy to violate the 
laws of the United States, carrying a 
maximum imprisonment of two years, 
and twenty-five charges to transport 
explosives illegally, each of the latter 
charges carrying a maximum imprison- 
ment of eighteen months. The charges 
against each defendant are embraced 
in fifty-two counts in the indictment. 

Prisoners receiving less than one 
year are confined in county jalis. Pris- 
onera receiving longer terms from this 
district are sent to the federal prison 
at Leavenworth, Kan. 

Actions seeking an arrest of the 
court’s judgments next will be in or- 
der. Senator Kern and other attorneys 
for the defense already have stated 
that appeals in behalf of the convicted 
labor unlon men will be taken to the 
United States eircuit court of appeais. 

To bring this about the attorneys 
will file here a petition for writs of 
error, accompanied by bills of excep- 
tions to be signed by the court. This 
petition may be filed at any time with- 
in the preseyt term, which expires next 


ay. 

Upon the granting of the writs of 
error they may apply either to this 
district court or to the United States 
circuit court for supersedeas bonds. Be- 
cause of their inability to procure bonds 


ranging from $5,000 to $15,000 four of 

the men nor eonvicted were kept in 

jail during a great part of the trial. 
“We have taken no steps to provide 


bonds,” said Attorney Harding, for the 


defense. “We can do nothing until we 
bei how high the bonds will be. 
Originally fifty-four men were in- 
cluded in the charges here.

Mr. ‘Moyer stopped 
payment of the original check, but re- 
plied that he was not authorized to 
issue duplicate checKs. A number of 
letters passed, and finally Mr. Camp 
bell was advised to write the secretary 
of the treasury at Washington for in- 
structions. 

Thirteen ccmmunications to date had 
passed between the warden’s office and 
the owner of the check. These were 
copied ani sent with the inquiry to 
Hon. Franklin MacVeagh, secretary of 
the treasury.

All papers were then sent to Mr. 
Moyer, special disbursing agent of the 
government, at whose office it was 
stated that Mr. Campbell was prob- 
ably the only person who had lost a 
check issued frém the penitentiary at 
Atlanta, and who, after receiving the 
instructions from Washington as to 
issuance of duplicate checks, had not 
teen deterred from making application 
in the manner required for a duplicate.

“red tape.” It Is said that a very large 
sum of money has accumulated in the 
United States treagtry from lost gov 
ernment checks for which duplicates 
have never been issued. 

Mr. Moyer promptly examined and 
approved Mr. Campbell's brief, pre- 
pared a duplicate check and forwarded 
all papers to Washington, where they 
were scrutinized by the treasury de- 
partment. Not a flaw being found, the 
application was approved, check coun- 
tersigned and ordered paid, and for- 
warded back to Mr. Moyer, who mailed 
same to Mr. Campbell on Friday, De- 
cember 6, the anniversary of Mr.

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SANITARIUMS REAP HARVEST 
Is Resulting in Excessive Diet 


By Iema Dooly. 

“The greatest error of today’s wom 
an—the leisure woman, I mean— ‘is 
that false jdeal of beauty which leads 
her to diet,” was the statement of a 
physician—one of the staff of a well- 
known saaitarium which is popularly 


called “rest cure.” 

The statement was made to the 
query I made as to why it was s0 
many of the patients I saw in rolling 
chairs being wheeled about in the 
park, closely attended by nurses and 
being given food at intervals of three 
hours, seemed to be women compara- 
tively young—under thirty and be- 
tween thirty and forty. 

I had thought they were women 
worn out from work, who had come, 
after long flinesses, to be strengthen- 
ed. Thay were, with few exceptions, 
women of leisure, married women who 
had ‘left well-provided homes, and 
their ailments came from three spec!- 
fled causes—those broken down from 
social excesses; those who had brought 
on ailments through carelessness and 
neglect of incipient illness, and those 
who had the foolish ideal of beauty 
that flesh was unbecoming, and who 
had dieted and brought on anemic 
conditions, resulting in entire physical 
breakdown. 

Two-thirds of the crowd had tried 
to diet, following the social excesses 
and indiscriminate eating and drink- 
ing which does produce surplus flesh, 
and flesh not always substantial. 


False Ideals. 


The doctors of this institution were 
particularly bitter on the subject of 
the American woman and her false 
ideals, and what they had to say made 
the woman who had really intended 
asking for a prescription to reduce her 
flesh go away and wonder how she 
could ever have thought of sugh a 
thing.

EVERY MERCHANT SHOULD 
JGIN MERCANTILE AGENCY - 


No Matter How Big or How 


Small the Concern May Be, 


It Should Make a Statement of Financial Condition 
to Some Reliable Mercantile Agency.

Wihtle it is true that this cauntry 
is at present in a splendidly prosper- 
ous era, yet it is a'’so true that the 
failure and the bankrupt are always 
with us. If they were not there 
would be no need of a credit man with 
the wholesale firm. Many failures] 
are through no fault of the man him- 
self, but still it is a lamentable fact | 
that 75 per cent of all bankruptcy! 
proceedings are traceable to fraud in 
some form or other. For this reason 
all firms doing business desire to 
know as much as possible about the 
reliability of those with whom they 
do their business, and it is the duty 
of the credit man to discover this. 
Fortunately for him@there are vari- 
ous organizations through the coun- 
try known as mercantile agencies. 
whose business it is to discover all 
they can about the standing of all 
classes of business houses and to 
classify that information so that they 
may form an idea as to the solvency 
of the different houses and the extent 
to which they are entitled to credit. 

The Bradstreet company, one of the 
best known of these mercantl'e 
agencies, has published a leaflet giv- 
ing the various reasons which their 
experience gives as to why a merchant 
should give them and similar organ!t- 
zations a statement of his condition 
In the main these reasons are as fol- 
lows: 


Reasons for a Statement. 

1. Because whenever and wherever 
a merchant may desire to buy either 
merchandise or labor he must first 
give to the seller satisfactory evli- 
dence that he has not only the disposi- 
tion, but also the abli'ity to meet his 
obligations in the matter of pay- 
ments. 

2. Because whenever and wherever 
he may desire to sell either merchan- 
dise or labor he must first give to 
the buyer satisfactory evidence, that 
he has not only the disposition, but 
the ability to supply tne goods or to 
perform the service in accordance 
with his agreement. 

In other words his credit must be 
established in the place where and a* 
the time when he desires to buy or to 
sell and in the mind of the person 
with whom he wishes to transact his 
business. 

How can this result he best accom- 
plished? 

Primarily, by the 
giving a statement 
condition, he being 
furnish actual facts. 

Secondartily, by his giving as refer- 
ences those who stand itn close busi- 
him and who are 
to speak from knowledge 
character, ability, financta: 
and also of eircumstances 
tending to establish his position in 
community. 

No unfounded prejudice, false senti- 
should prevent 
any person having or expecting to 
have business relations with others, 
or desiring to take proper position in 
the mercantile community, from plac- 
ing himself on record and thus secur- 
ine to himself the primary benefit 
which must result from such action.

It is not 


desirable that all mercantile persons, 
firms and corporations seeking credit 
to any extent should have an oppor- 
tunity to make financial statements. 
By so doing the chances of error 
will be lessened, adverse criticism of 
enemies—and possibly of false friends 
—defeated, confidence inspired in the 
minds of grantors of credit and all 
the advantages of favorable impres- 
sions secured. Large means are not 
necessary to the creation of credit. 
What fs most destrable Is that ‘credi 
be in relative proportion to the actual] 
means and in harmony with condi- 
tions which create and maintain it: 
Credit may be considered as the 
logical conclusion reached, all the 
facts touching the capital, character, 
business ability and attendant circum- 
Stances having been examined. 
Thus, reviewing this subject... the 
foundation of credit is the merchant's 
own statement regarding his financial 
condition, whether it be in one form 
Or another, or to one person or an- 
other. The more direct and definite 
this statement the broader wil! be the 
foundation, and, on the other hand, 
the less direct and definite i¢ is, the 
narrower will be the foundation upon

to be reared. Every man’s character 
'S eStab'ished by his own conduct fn 
‘ife. Upon this foundation of charac- 
ter his reputation is built, and as no 
man actually and fully makes his own 
reputation, so a merchant cannot un- 
alded establish his own credit. The 
mercantile agency has no Interest in 
the details and is not prompted by 
curiosity or other selfish impulses: it 
seeKs only to reflect the true condi- 
tions and voice the accurate senti- 
nent as known and believed by those 
who are most competent to judge. 
The agency does for the mercantile 
Dublic what each Individual would 
Otherwise have to do for himself or 
by the direct aid of personal friends. 
lt procures and disseminates informea- 
tion so broadly as to enable the sol- 
vent merchant of any community to 
purchase his supplies in the most ad- 
Vantageous markets. The element of 
time, always of prime imvortance in 


these days of intense business ac. f 


tivity and enterprise. is always. an 
important item, for credit must be, as 
a rule, promptly determined, and this 
is where the system of these meTcan- 
tile agencies has proven of inestim- 
able value, ’ 
As further proof of the advantages. 
if not necessities of such financial 
Statesmens, attention is called to the 
fact that banks and al] other finan- 
cial institutions can only sustain thefr 
position in the confidence of the com- 
munity by full and frequent detailed 
statements, even sovernments, conr- 
monwealths and municipalities must 
adopt a Iike course, and whenever in 
any case such statements are with- 
held from the public or do not make 
clear essential facts, their credit is 
questioned and suffers during the 
period of such withholding.

This week there have been in Atlanta practically all of the three 
thousand men who represent her and her business houses to the outer 
world at all times of the year. Christmas is the one time in the year 
when all the traveling men come into the city, and the population 


g0es up with a jump on this account.. Atlanta should feel proud of 
this magn ficent army of couriers who go into every city, town and 
villaze and continually tell what a city we have here and how she is 
growing and bettering all the time. — 

There are no more consistent boosters for the city than these men, 
and they are men who know how to boost. The very nature of their 
trade compels them to know how to say the right word and when to 
Say it, and, also, when to quit saying it. The right word at the right 
time and just enough is what boosts anything, and as boosters, the 
traveling men are past masters in the art. 5 

There are many ways in which the interests of the city-at-large 
may be forwarded, and most of the travelers know these different ways, 
but for fear some ndividuals among them should occasionally forget a 
point or two we have reiterated from time to time in these columns 
the various methods which may be used. And it is probable that we 
will continue to reiterate them. 

When a commercial traveler goes into a merchant’s store, he en- 
ters it as the tang ble part of the firm and the city he represents, which 
that merchant sees and always associates in his mind with that firm 
and that city. In the great majority of cases the traveler becomes a 
personal friend of the merchant, and the right kind of a traveler will 
have the merchant’s interests at heart and will do all he can to further 
his customer's interests ‘n every possible way. He will frequently 
make suggestions on various points in connection with the business, 
and the merchant listens with respect to his opinions, for he knows 
that he is a good business man or else that big wholesale firm who 
sends hm out on the road would not allow him to act as their repre- 
sentative and ambassador. 

The traveier from Atlanta should take occasion whenever he sees 
some goods in a merchant's stock to ask him where they come from. 
When the merchant replies “Nashville,” “Richmond,” “Philadelphia,” 
“Chattanooga,’ or whatever the case may be, the traveler should cas- 
ually mention that “So-and-so, of Atlanta, make that kind of goods, and 
I understand they make an exceptionally good quality at very reason- 
able cost.” That is enough, and a good merchant w ll, of course, make 
a mental note at least of the Atlanta manufacturer’s name, and the 
next time he fs In the market will write and inquire prices on the goods 
he needs and ask for samples, for no really good merchant overlooks 
an opportunity to get better bargains in the goods he buys. 

Naturally, to do this the traveling man must have a good working 
knowledge of the manufacturing and wholesale firms doing business in 
the city, and for this reason a manufacturers’ building would pay for it- 
self a thousand times over. Also for this reason, the directory of ad- 
vertisers in this department is printed every week, and all traveling 
men who are interested in boosting the c’ty and in these columns, are 
asked to cut out the list and paste it inside their grips for reference. 

Let us all pull together and make 1913 the biggest year that At- 
lanta has ever known. The travelers will, every one, boost away from 
home, and let the people who stay in the city boost by making this city 
a better and better place to Iive in and to work in and to play in.

The one prime factor in the making 
of all sales is the fact that the man 


who buys does so to further his own, 


interests. No man who is in the mar- 
ket to buy goods is doing so from 
philanthropic motives and he would

more untimate benefit and bring him ajhe wili do in his ads he invariably 


larger profit than any others he could 
get. In the buyer’s mind before the 
sales talk is opened, there may be a 
mild interest in that particular line 
of goods ang he may even be fairly well 
sure already that they are the best for 
his purposes. But he is naturally not 
as enthusiastic about the line as the 
man who is selling it, and there are 
probably present in his mind certain 
points that are not to the advantage of 
those particular goods. The good sales- 
man will have his talk so wordeg and 
will appreciate these points well enough 
to go straignt to tnem and remove 
them one by one from the customer’s 
mind. Much selling talk is delivered 
in an offhand, unthinking kind of a 
way, and for every argdment advanced 
which actually applies to the individu- 
al prospect, there are a dozen which 
do not interest him at all, and which 
not only are wasted, but also distract 
his attention from the points in which 
he is interested and allow him time to 
think of the things which are against 
the proposition, rather than those 
which are for it. 

The selling talk should be carefully 
planned and shoulq appeal to the in- 
stinct which is strongest in the man 
talked to. One retailer whose trade Is 
amongst a class of people who demand 
the best ang latest in style and qual.ty 
as the first consijeration, will be chiat- 
ly interested in the style and quality 
of the goods he is buying, whereas an- 
other, whose trade has to consider price 
first, will also have to place price ag 
the first consideration in placing his 
orders. Therefore the salesman who 
calls on both these men will accentu- 
ate the quality and workmanship and 
up-to-dateness of his goods to the firs’ 
in order to fit his talk to the buyers 
requirements and will expend the 
rreater part of tis talk with the other 
n the price that he will be able to 
place on the goods and the comparative 
iriees of other goods of similar style. 
“In brief, the trained salesman is the 
one who knows his line well enough 
to know all the talking points In its 
favor and who is quick eough and ob- 
cervant enough to he able to pick Out 
the points which will most appeal to 
the interests of the man whom he is 
trying to sell. 


THE RETAIL MERCHANT. 


The mercantile agencies report that 
more failures amongst retail mer- 
chants are caused through the fac* 
‘hat they are selling goods at a loss 
on account of small losses and excess 
ovefcharges than any other one re4- 
son. Very few failures are directly 
due to lack of business, and it is near- , 
lv always through carelessness and ig- 
noranece of the leaks and losses that 
the retail merchant zoes ‘nto the hands 
of a receiver. 

This being the case, it would seem 
that every retail merchant would first 
of all install some method of keeping 
track of the small details of his busi- 


ness and thus rem ve the losses which 
are bringing hi toward bankruptcy. 
A yearly or semi-yearly inventory of 
stock is totally inadequate to keep a 
man in touch, with the condition of 
his business, especialy where he is 
handling a class of roods which are 
in stead’ demand and where his stock 
turns over maybe twenty times a year. 
The best method which has yet been 
discovered is a system of iabs on all 
the different lines of stocks and a 
card index system which keeps a 
strict account of the amvuount of the 
goods on hang and price at which 
they are to be sold, as well as infor- 
mation as to how long they have been 
in stock. By this means the merchant 
keeps in close touch with the details 
of each day's or week’s or month’s 
business done and is able to tell at any 
time how his stock stands in any ar- 
ticle and also how fast that stozk is 
moving, and is thus able to compute 
the fair amount of over-head charge 
which should be allowed for in the 
selling price of those roods.

It is a mistake which is often made 
to charge the same fixed percentage 
of over-head on all goods handled, 
whereas the percentage should natur- 
ally be much lower on goods which 
are turned over every month as com- 
pared with those which stay on the 
shelves for twelve months or more. 
ver-head charges are really largely 
rental for the shelf space occupied by 
the goods anu the cost of handling. 
Where a line of goods occupies a 
given shelf space for twelve months, 
‘t Is only Nght that those 
should be made to pay more rental

THE CREDIT MAN. 


The credit man cannot conduct his 
business on strict systematic lines. 
lihere is not rule of thumb which be 
may apply in making his decisivuns as 
to the advisability of extending credit 
to applicants. _No two cases are alike 
and the rule ich would apply to one 
vase will fall down con:p‘etely if used 
in connection with another. 

One of the hardest problems with 
which he has to contend, particularly 
the credit man for the retail store, is 
the case which frequently comes up of 
the man who has not resided in the 
town for very long and who has not 
vet opened up accounts with any other 
concern. In this case the only infor- 
mation which the creait man can se- 
cure is from the busrness associates 
of the applicant ana, !f he its a sal- 
aried man, from his employers. Ref- 
erences will often be given to previ- 
ous cities where the man has enjoyed 
credit, but it is hard to always find 
out the worth of these references ow- 
ing to the fact that no man is going 
to give as a reference’ any place 
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where he is Hable to get a bad one. So) 


it finally devolves into that question | 


which tries the credit man’s capacity 


to its utmost—an entirely moral risk. | 


It is then that his aolility to judge 
character comes intw urgent demand, 
and he must make a aecision almost 
entirely from his persunal judgment 
of the man as he has seen him. 

One point which should always be 
remembered by the credit man in 
cases of this description is that the 
man who has not yet established a 
line of credit with other firms in the 
city, and who tntends to stay in the 
city for any length of time Its usually 
more anxious to establish his reputa- 
tion than the man who is already 
known and who has already opened 
practically all the accvunts he needs. 
The first time that a man applies for 
credit in a new town he is usually 
particularly anxious to secure it and 
to hold it good, because he realizes 
that if he does not !t will militate 
very strongly against any other ac- 
counts he may later desire to open. 
Hence he is more than apt to take 
care of the initial account with 
Sreater zest than he might do if his 
crédit was already estabd.ished beyond 
question. 

The credit man's position is at no 
time a sinecure, but it {is when these 
cases, with practically no certain data 
and previous experience to go on, 
come up that he has to prove his 
ability and worth in the position, and 
it is probable that more good. business 
is lost on account of a too conserva- 
tive credit man at these times than 
at any other.
